HIGHWAY SAFETYSTE PS 
According to Lt. Governor RoyE. 
Furman, 
Pennsylvania 
is taking 
some definite steps to reduce high­ 
way casualties. In addition to the 
new 
suspension system, 
several 
suggestions have been made by the 
Cmumlish committee which might 
result in some actions long advo­ 
cated by many. 
One of these would make it com­ 
pulsory' forowners of motor vehicles 
to provide financial responsibility as 
a prerequisite for obtaining a motor 
vehicle registration. 
This might 
keep a few irresponsible people 
from behind wheels and certainly it 
would prove less costly for the in­ 
nocently injured, who many times 
suffer 
costly 
incapacitation 
for 
which they never are remunerated. 
Another suggestion is that pro­ 
bationary licenses be issued to those 
between 16 and 18 years of age, 
and that all such applicants be re­ 
quired to pass a secondary school 
drivers course or a course offered 
by a licensed driving school. 
The 
one we like best is 
the 
recommendation that periodic re ­ 
examinations be given all drivers. 
Operating privileges would be with­ 
drawn where reasonable physical 
and mental standards were not met. 
You see too many people driving 
cars who obviously either have fo r­ 
gotten how or never knew. 
All of us also get a little rusty 
on those traffic laws. 
A periodic 
examination would keep us informed. 
This w riter would add another 
suggestion to this list. We believe 
there should be training and ex­ 
amination areas 
in all counties. 
Too many drivers start their train­ 
ing by driving down the main high­ 
way. They learn very little about 
handling the car. We don’t believe 
the average driver should be oper­ 
ating in traffic until he is completely 
familiar with his car and can steer, 
shift, and manipulate it easily. 
These training areas could be 
constructed on large fields and would 
not be very expensive. Certainly 
they would not be costly if a green 
driver were made proficient before 
risking everyone’s life with broad 
highway practice.

This could be done much more 
economically by making such lights 
legal in all states. 
The lights of which we speak are 
those you see in combinations of 
four. A few of these are installed 
as intended, two lights for high 
beam and two for low. They provide 
light without blinding the eyes ol 
Dne driver and without creating 
blind spots for the other. 
However, some cars, such as 
Plymouth, are using two of these 
only for turn signals and parking. 
Law changes are awaited before 
the safe combination will be in­ 
stalled.

WASHING! 1 )N.—President Eisen­ 
hower is coming under heavy pres­ 
sure from some of his most inf luen- 
tial supporters to say “ no” to Soviet 
Russia as that powerful nation moves 
toward control of the Middle East. 
In a lead editorial the New York 
Times cal s on him to prepare to 
use the strength of the United States 
against such Communist penetration 
and to “ make the Russians under­ 
stand that we are so prepared.” 
The Scripps-Howard newspapers 
are equally forceful. They are saying 
editorially that the only nation able 
to take the initiative is the United 
States. They want the United States 
to take the risk of making it “ clear 
beyond any doubt that it will use 
force to prevent Soviet ‘volunteers’ 
entering Egypt.” 
The 
American 
ambassador to 
Italy, Clare Luce, wife of the pub­ 
lisher of Time-Life-Fortune, has 
returned 
home 
warning 
against 
another and equally fatal “ Munich.” 
Very little was done in the national 
campaign just concluded to prepare 
the American people for such stark 
decisions. 
Some correspondents 
regularly called attention to the wide 
gap between the character of the 
campaign 
and 
Russian progress 
toward what Admiral Arthur Radford 
has aptly termed “ the Communist 
goal of one big Red world.” The 
disinclination to look the other way 
was not confined to politicians. 
Adlai Stevenson is in that hell of 
the truth seen too late. He wanted 
to pitch his campaign to foreign 
affairs; he was dissuaded on the 
ground that President Eisenhower 
was impregnable in that area in the 
public mind, no matter what. 
This 
may have been true. But 
Stevenson cannot now look back to a 
lucid, sustained record. 
He was 
induced to bank on the South, which 
did not deliver, on such so-caI cd 


“ pockets of discontent” as the farm 
a r e a s , which did not pan out either, 
and on the issue of the President’s 
health, which failed him. 
Before returning to foreign affairs 
heavily in the closing weeks, Stev­ 
enson confused the public by his 
remarks on re-examination of the 
draft and new efforts to stop H-bomb 
tests. Thus he appeared — incor­ 
rectly -- to be on both sides of 
strength and weakness. Anyway, it 
is now academic. 
The loss to the President is that 
the 
largely 
irrelevant campaign 
leaves him singularly isolated as 
he copes with literally vital mat­ 
ters in these terrible hours. He is 
the more alone as Secretary of State 
John 
Foster Dulles is in Walter 
Reed Hospital, recovering from can­ 
cer surgery. 
Had there been any Senator who 
had consistently and astutely called 
attention to the dangerous shape of 
affairs in the world, the President 
might summon him to the White 
House now. None did. 
Some foresaw the perils. But none 
risked the day-by-day challenge to 
Secretary Dulles and to public in­ 
difference with the kind of attack 
and educational struggle which would 
not elevate him to the role of prophet. 
In a roughly analagous situation, 
Winston Churchill finally achieved a 
commanding voice because he never 
let himself be still, even when it 
appeared no one would listen. 
There wil be little difficulty get­ 
ting Congress to follow the P resi­ 
dent when he leads. What Congress 
is not in a position to offer is help in 
the leading.

In 1953 the gunners got 303 in one 
week. 
A difference this year is that all, 
small game hunting is abated and 
no one will be in the woods but 
those looking for bruin. Those who 
like bear hunting believe this good 


news. They can hunt without inter­ 
ference. 
A bit of snow always is welcome. 
It quiets the woods, provides track­ 
ing, and establishes a background 
that makes it easier to abide by the 
law which says a legal liear must 
be a year old. Inasmuch as most 
bear arc not inclined to carry a 
birth certificate and are as reticent 
about their age as Jack Benny, this 
no doubt will improve your guessing. 
There are some other rules you 
better know. You can shoot just one, 
but a party of three or more can 
shoot only two. And if your group 
numbers five or more a roster is 
required. 


You cannot use automatic, sem i­ 
automatic, or auto-loading guns of 
any kind. Pump shotguns firing r if­ 
led 
slugs 
or pumpkin 
balls and 
high-powered rifles may be loaded 
to capacity. Fire-arm s of .22 or 
.25 capacity are prohibited.

Dogs running in packs are notice­ 
able these days. 
Every 
fall the 
owners of dogs seem to become a 
bit careless 
about 
keeping them 
under control and they are very 
apt to team up in groups. This is 
one step from the pack and should 
be discouraged. 
We 
suppose that the neighbors 
and their sensitivity about newly- 
planted gardens discourage many 
dog owners from letting their ani­ 
mals have 
much freedom in the 
spring. In the fall no one seems 
to object very much and away they 
go. 
Dogs 
can be dangerous w h e n 
ganged together. 
What 
they lack 
nerve to do alone they may have 
the courage to attempt in packs. 
For example, the average dog w ill 
worry a cat but will run if pussy 
heads his way. But if several can 
surround a cat. and one has the 
nerve to move in behind the feline 
and obtain a hold, the rest will 
follow and someone will have either. 
a dead kitty or a crippled one. 
Dogs unfortunately are encour­ 
aged to 
run 
by many neighbors 
who don't have pets of their own 
but enjoy 
feeding the ones 
that 
stop at 
the 
back door. And the 
dog soon learns where the choice 
morsels 
are to 
be 
found. Many 
dogs have regular trails that run 
from select door to select door. 
Though 
most people who 
feed 
dogs in this way have the idea that 
they are being kind to the animal, 
they 
actually are doing just the 
opposite. The owner should be very 
angry about and has 
a right to 
object strenuously. Though he hasn’t 
much room to talk, inasmuch as he 
is guilty of not keeping his pet 
under control. 
But the owner of a dog should 
control 
its diet. He 
loses 
such 
control as soon as others attempt 
to endear themselves to every pooch 
that comes by with the use of rich 
hand-outs. They actually are harm ­ 
ing the anim al’s health. 
These people are not exhibiting 
a big heart. They really are very 
selfish. The desire to be liked has 
extended even to animals and they 
can’t resist feeding a dog because 
they instinctively want the dog to 
like them. The hurt in the dog’s 
eyes when 
he is denied actually 
hurts them, and so they feed him 
to save their own feelings. 
No one but the owner has the 
right to 
earn a dog’s affections 
In this 
way. 
And 
if you 
really 
like dogs and cats, you should leave 
their diet alone. It is for the ani­ 
m al’s good if one person handles 
the feeding, and the neighbors stay 
out of it.

THOSE LIGHTS, AGAIN 
We note that the local daily has 
been 
giving 
some 
space 
in late 
months and the radio has been pro­ 
viding 
air time to the view that 
Warren should have lights on its 
athletic field. This is one of those 
subjects in the category of daylight 
saving and religion when it comes 
to heated debates that arrive no­ 
where. 
Everyone goes away with 
the same convictions as those with 
which he started. 
Not long ago we talked with a 
resident of the northern area por­ 
tion of W arren county who told us 
that they were going to beat Warren 
by having lights for their football 
field. We explained that Warren did 
not have lights for its field because 
it didn’t want them. Most of us have 
supported the school boards in this 
stand down through the years anc 
were 
not 
disappointed 
when 
the 
M emorial Field budget ran out ol 
funds before the lights were e re c t­ 
ed. 
We can see an advantage to the" 
Eisenhower school in having lights. 
Because 
of 
its location a m ajor 
share of the people financing the 
school and its activities are from 
rural sections. A big proportion of 
them are farm ers. You can’t run a 
farm with a time clock. You must 
work 
with 
the 
seasons 
and 
the 
weather, and a week end can be the 
workinest part of your life if crops 
demand attention. 
The Eisenhower school’s athletic 
program will be enjoyed by a larger 
share of its supporting taxpayers 
if a m ajor number of its attractions 
occur in the evening when rural folks 
can attend. It is a condition peculiar 


to many rural schools and those 
who promote it should be commended 
on their initiative and consideration. 
There also are city situations that 
require lighted fields. If there are 
several schools and teams using a 
field, there are not enough Saturday 
afternoons to go around. Evenings 
must be used, and lights are the 
answer. 
T h ere also are communities of 
sufficient size to give professional 
teams a chance to survive in base­ 
ball and football. Night games are 
the only means of supporting teams 
which must play nearly every day 
and cannot expect a sm all town to 
provide 
week 
day crowds in the 
afternoon. 
* 


Do these patterns apply to W ar­ 
ren? 
We don’t think so. W arren 
never 
has 
supported any profes­ 
sional effort, whether it be base­ 
ball, football, or basketball. It had 
the best in the nation on the court 
and failed to keep the team in town. 
It had W estern Pennsylvania cham ­ 
pions on the pro gridiron and let it 
die at the ticket window.

Friday night, and games on Satur­ 
day 
nights have not proved very 
popular in sm aller towns. 
Friday night games would not be 
attended by those who work the se c ­ 
ond shift in many of our plants. They 
would not be attended by those who 
work in retail stores. 
Saturday 
afternoon 
games 
are 
available to all who work the five 
day week, which covers the vast 
majority. They are played on beau­ 
tiful fall afternoons, and they do 
not require night travel by teams 
and fans. 
We can’t imagine substituting a 
cold night and unnatural light for a 
warm afternoon and the daylight. 
It is not a substitute. It is a poor 
effort 
to 
garner in a few extra 
dollars.

We have review­ 
ed the potential attendance aspects 
which we believe would result in 
very little difference in the crowds 
and might even mean lighter crowds 
at night after the novelty had worn 
off.

Pony

is not the 
answer. That we can see by check­ 
ing with the many cities around us 
who are losing money and are giving 
up 
their Pony league franchises. 
.And in football we have only five 
homes games. Does anyone believe 
that the increased attendance under 
these conditions at five home games 
would repay the cost of installing 
lights? 
As for the cost of lights, that has 
been gone into quite thoroughly in 


Warren. It varies with the situation 
and the kind of lights you prefer. 
You can use second hand lights, 
volunteer labor, and come up with 
an inexpensive job. But to really 
install 
lights properly your field 
must be laid out to fit them so that 
many of the banks will serve more 
than one sport. And the conduits 
should be installed when the drain­ 
age work is done. This W arren failed 
to do. 
We go along with those who cannot 
see this expenditure to provide lights 
for five football games a year, and 
the loss of those beautiful fall after­ 
noons, with their sunshine, color, 
and comparative safety. We have 
seen or heard no argument in favor 
of lights which will stand up against 
the reasons for not having them.

Airport Murder Gunman 
May Be Paroled 


Joe Senauskas, alias Joe Sennet-^ 
te, alias Gerald Chapman, who in 
June of 1936 confessed to the shoot­ 
ing of Metro Seminuk, proprietor 
of the Airport Inn, near Youngsville, 
has had his sentence commuted by 
the Pennsylvania pardon board and 
now must apply to the parole board 
for his freedom. 
Senauskas, 
who 
was 
eighteen 
years of age at the time of the 
shooting, was one of three involved 
in the case. If was charged that he 
shot Seminuk with a gun owned by 
John Polens, of Garland, and that 
Polens paid $120 to Senauskas for 
the job. They rented a car from 
Buffalo in which Senauskas visited 
the Airport Inn. He shot Seminuk 
three times, one bullet piercing 
the heart. The shooting occurred 
about midnight, March 26, 1936. 
It was alleged that Polens re­ 
ceived the money from Mrs. Semin­ 
uk, wife of the victim, who asked 
him to use it to “ get rid of her 
husband". 
M rs. Seminuk was tried and found; 
guilty of second degree murder. 
Polens and Senauskas pleaded guilty 
and were given the chair by Judge 
D. U. Arird. They claimed he had 
promised them leniency if they would 
confess and they appealed the action. 
The state supreme court sent Judge 
Jam es I. Brownell to Warren to in­ 
vestigate. He upheld Judge Arird. 
Mrs. Seminuk was given one and 
a half to five years, and was re­ 
leased after serving the minimum. 
Polens was paroled about five years 
ago. 
Senauskas now must prepare his 
appeal for parole and find a spon­ 
sor. He will be heard by the parole 
board late this month.

WASHINGTON. 
— The cue let 
fall by President Eisenhower that 
he is going to work '‘incessantly 
and industriously" to try to im ­ 
plant "m odern Republicanism" into 
his 
party 
has 
been taken up by 
the Eisenhower wing of the party 
in Congress. 
Unfortunately for its aim s, this 
wing of the party is in the minority, 
both in numbers and influence, in 
Congress. That is somewhat offset, 
however, by the backing promised 
it by the powerful and immensely 
popular President in the arduous 
job of "m odernization" it is under­ 
taking in the next four years. The 
President would be its best pub­ 
licity agent if he really works at it. 
The size of the "m odernization" 
task was suggested by the President 
himself 
when he said the voters 
still 
are 
not convinced 
that the 
GDP has espoused "m odern R e­ 
publicanism ." That was his blunt 
analysis of the failure of the party 
to win Congress in the recent elec­ 
tion while 
he was winning by a 
landslide. 
In his diagnosis of the party’s 
need to modernize itself, he finds 
agreement in ranks of progressive 
Republicans in Congress. 
In fact, 
one of them, Senator George Aiken 
of Vermont, said if the party fails 
to do so, " it is likely to be out of 
office a long tim e." 
Aside from the promised backing 
of the President, the Eisenhower 
wing of the party has another ad­ 
vantage 
in C ongress. This is in 
the fact that the Democratic party 
element controlling C ongress — the 
element 
which makes the record 
and which gives the party its col­ 
oration with the public — is the 
Southern conservative wing. 
Though in numerical minority, it 
is 
dominant in Congress through 
occupancy of most of the key posts. 
Nor is 
it 
representative of 
the 
Democratic party in the nation, for 
is in the minority there, too. 
But for the Republicans’ purposes, 
is the tail which they can use to 
wag the dog before the public. 
Though the Southern wing of the 
Democratic party can never win an 
election, it can help the Republicans 
win future elections, as it helped in 
the Eisenhower landslide a few days 
ago, It will aid Republicans if it 
subm erges its own progressive wing 
in the North and West, as represent­ 
ed in Congress, and bottles up social 
welfare and civil rights legislation. 
It is in this area that the E ise n ­ 
hower wing of the Republican party 
in Congress will seek to challenge 
the Southern Democratic leader­ 
ship. In every way possible it will 
try to keep the Dixie face of the 
Democratic party showing. 
This strategy was indicated by 
another member of the Eisenhower 
wing in his reaction to the P r e si­ 
dent’s observations about the need 
for "m odern Republicanism ." This 
was Senator Clifford C ase of New 
Je rsey . 
He listed the sort of m easures 
the Republican party must constant 
ly push in the coming C ongress — 
egislation on civil rights, housing, 
help for labor and sm all business, 
aid to education, revision of the 
immigration laws. 
The Republican party, he said, 
"w ill be successful in future elec­ 
tions only as it proves its desire 
and ability to carry out such pro­ 
g r a m s ." 
In some issues on his list, e s ­ 
pecially civil rights, he hit at the 
Achilles 
heel of 
the Democratic 
party, the vulnerable Southern ap­ 
pendage. This weakness was brought 
home to the Southern leaders in the 
loss of five of their states to P re si­ 
dent Eisenhower, for the Negro vote 
was a big factor. 
This was a revolutionary develop­ 
ment of which the real significance 
still is not generally apparent. The 
bankruptcy of Southern leadership 
was graphically demonstrated when 
it not only helped to lose the North 
hut was able to hold only a thin co r­ 
poral's guard in its own once "Solid 
South."
